Members can obtain their copies of the papers before the meet tugs by application at the office, 13, 
Buckingham Street , either personally or by letter on any one of the four days, September iist-j+th 
inclusive, immediately proceeding the Congress. 

Discussion will be taken on groups of subjects. 

The discussion will, as a rule, he opened by the writers of the papers* to each of whom will be allowed 
etlltcr seven nr five minutes, according as thycr papers are on the larger fi h jocj words) or smaller [Ooc- 
words) scale. 

Five an mules each will he lowed to other speakers. 

Replies within the five minutes’ limit may be allowed to the opening speakers if time permit,
